Under the present law, the P. M 
F. explained, applicants for Penn- 
; Sylvania operator licenses are re­ 
quired to take out a learner's per­ 
mit good for sixty days. The fee 
for this permit is $3, which includes 
the $2 fee for the first year’s oper­ 
ator license. 
When an applicant 
fails to qualify for the license with­ 
in the specified sixty days, whether 
through inability to pass the tests, 
illness, absence from tho state or 
some other cause, he is required to 
pay an additional $3 for a new- per­ 
mit. 
According to the federation, 
this is grossly unfair, for it requires 
the applicant to pay twice the $2 
fee for operator’s license. 
Code Is Quoted 
This provision affects not only 
new drivers, but motorists who come 
here from other states and Pennsyl­ 
vanians who have not renewed their 
operator licenses within a period of 
three years, the federation points 
out.
